Tar difficulty over the Supdo sedition case:at 
Shanghai has not yet beep disposed of. As 
‘our Shanghai contemporary the ‘North-China 
Daily News pointed out the other day, the 
-acoused cannot be kept in gaol in Shanghai 
indefinitely. Tbe Washington Government, 
Revren's telegram of the 29th -August 
informs us, has now instructed its repre- 
xentative at Peking to decline to surrender 
them’ to Chiua. ‘Three jveeka ago Sir 
Ennear Satow received. instructions from. 
the British Government to the same effect. 
* ‘Thore was no deubt, after Mr. Barrour’s 
statement in the House. of Commons, that 
the Shanghai prisoners were safe from 
being handed over to the Chinese authori-. 
ties to recéite the same treatment as the. 
unfortunate Suen at Peking. Nevertheless 
the nqtion' of the United States Government 
is a welcome seconding of Great Britain's 
decision. ‘The probable next step is, as the 
Daily News stated’ last week, that the 
prisoners will. be tried again \before the 
Mixed Court at Shanghai in 2ecordance with 
the .original Yigteement with the  Taotai. 
The | previous trial should never have been 
: interrupted, ns it was owing to the willing- | 
‘ness of the majority of the Ministers at 
Peking té‘oblige the Chinese Government. 
We. gave yesterday. the account of Dr. 
Mow SOR, Peking correapondent of the
